Fire of unknown origin, but believ 


«d to be incendiary, completely de 
-•strayed the sawmill plant of Count 
Commissioner G. C. Beck at Compres: 
co, eight miles southwest of New 
Smyrna on the Okeechobee branch o 
the Florida East Coast railroad at an 
early hour Sunday morning. 


Mr. and Mrs. Beck were in New 


Smyrna Saturday night and did no 
know of the fire until word of the 
burning was brought to them Sunday 


The mill had closed down at noon 


Saturday, as usual, and all fives i 
the engines and about the plant wen 
extinguished. It has been the custom 
at the mill to add an hour to each da; 
during the week so the plant can be 
closed down at noon Saturday and 
'give the employees the afternoon off 
When the operations were ended ai 
noon last Saturday two colored men 
were left on duty about the mill to 
Tteep watch and make sure all fires 
•were out and everything in safe con 
dition by 6 o'clock Saturday night 
-when they went off duty. 


There are about 20 colored men em- 


ployed at the mill and living in the 
vicinity and everything was all right 
when they went to sleep Saturday 
night. About 2 o'clock one of them 
•was awakened by the smell of smoke 
and he discovered the mill burning in 
the roof and thle flames apparently 
eating their way along the roof di- 
rectly against the wind. He immed- 
iately gave the alaru and all hands 
'turned out, but the plant was soon a 
mass of flames and beyond control. 


It is stated by those first on the 


scene that they could detect a strong 
odor of gasoline, and It is known there 
was no gasoline about the mill, the 
only inflanable material being about 
15 gallons of lubricating oil for use 
-on the machinery. _ 


The mill plant was completely de- 


stroyed, the cut lumber on hand being 
•the only material saved. 
Mr. Beck 


• estimates his loss at about $10,000, 
•with no insurance.

STATE 
BOARD OF HEALTH 
IS 


SUES NOTICE THAT THESE ARE 


REQUIRED BY 
PROVISIONS OF 


STATE LAW. 


With the approach of the fall and 


winter term of s'chool the state board 
of health is calling attention, Uij-ough 
a bulletin just issued, to the state law 
which requires that a child entering 
a public school of this state must have 
a certificate from a reputable physi 
cian "stating that they are free from 
all communicable diseases and are no 
carriers of any." 


The board's bulletin does not state 


whether or not this rule is to be en 
forced, or whether It is merely a pre- 
cautionary move. The board's state 
ment follows: 


With the close of vacation time anc 


the opening of the school year, we are 
reminded that the schools are places 
of close contact and possible clearing 
louses for the spread of diseases. 


Certain disease germs, notably of 


diphtheria and typhoid fever, may be 
present in a person's system and that 
person not be sick with the disease. 


Such a person is called a "carrier' 


and is a possible source of infection 
or others. The attention of parents 
and teachers is called to rule No. 13 


f the "State Board of Health Rules 


and Regulations." as follows: 


"All 
children on entering school in 


'lorida 
must 
present a certificate 


rom a reputable physician, stating 
hat they are free from all communi- 
able diseases and are not carriers of 
ny " 
The strict observance of this rule 
rill prevent the occurrence of an epi- 
emic, and serve to protect the health 
f all the children. 
Copies of the state board of health 
sanitary code," which contains *11 
ules and regulations for the protec- 
>on of health in the state may be had 
y any teacher or parent by' making 
•equest for same to the state board of 
ealth.

school districts, 
the 
1921-22 


school census has been completed and 
County Superintendent C. R. M. Shep- 
pard has filed his report with the state 
superintendent. 
The taking of the 


school census was the last work to 
be performed by M. A. Galbreath of 
this city, who for three years has been, 
employed as county attendance'' of- 
ficer. He is to be succeeded by Miss 
Christine McDonald, who will do the 
attendance work and also supervise 
schools. 


The census shows that there are 


2,215 white children in the county 
jetween the ages of seven and sixteen 
ears, and 1,427 colored children be- 
tween these years. The total enrolt- 
ment of the white schools last year 
was 3,764 or 1,559 more children than, 
the census report indicates in the 
county at present. This is accounted 
'or by the fact that the high school 
pupils are not included in the censua 
report and also by the fact that mora 
han 1,000 non-residents attended our 
schools last year who are not includ- 
ed in the census report. There were 


,504 colored children enrolled in the 
public schools last year or 77 more 
han is shown by the census report, 
'his shortage will doubtless be made 
up when the- four districts yet out are 
eported. 
The census report when compared 
•ith the total enrollment of last year 
•ould indicate that a great many non- 
esidents attend our schools and that 


great many resident children leava 


he county during the summer vaca- 
ion and are missed by the census 
aker.

TAILS LOSS OF ABOUT $10,000, 


WITH NO INSURANCE ON THE 


MILL. 


Fire of unknown ofigiu, but believ- 


ed to be incendiary, completely de- 
stroyed the sawmill plant of County 
Commissioner G. C. Beck at Compress- 
co, eight miles southwest of New 
Smyrna on the Okeechobee branch of 
the Florida East Coast railroad at an 
early hour Sunday morning. 


Mr. and Mrs. Beck were in New 


Smyrna Saturday night and did not 
know of the fire until word of the 
burning was brought to them Sunday. 


The mill had closed down at noon 


Saturday, as usual, and all fives in 
the engines and about the plant were 
extinguished. 
It has been the custom 


at the mill to add an hour to each day 
during the week so the plant can be 
closed down at noon Saturday and 
'give the employees the afternoon off. 
When the operations were ended at 
noon last Saturday two colored men 
were left on duty about the mill to 
Tteep watch and make sure all fires 
•were out and everything in safe con- 
dition by 6 o'clock Saturday night, 
-when they went off duty. 


There are about 20 colored men em- 


ployed at the mill and living in the 
vicinity and everything was all right 
when they went to sleep Saturday 
night. About 2 o'clock one of them 
•was awakened by the smell of smoke 
and he discovered the mill burning in 
the roof and thle flames apparently 
eating tbeir way along the roof di- 
rectly against the wind. He immed- 
iately gave the alaru and all hands 
turned out, but the plant was soon a 
mass of flames and beyond control. 


It is stated by those first on the 


•scene that they could detect a strong 
•odor of gasoline, and It Is known there 
was no gasoline about the mill, the 
only inflanable material being about 
15 gallons of lubricating oiljlor use 
-on the macbjnery. _ 


The mill plant was completely de- 


stroyed, the cut lumber on hand being 
-the only material saved.

HEALTH CERTIFICATES 


STATE 
BOARD OF 
HEALTH IS- 


SUES NOTICE THAT THESE ARE 


REQUIRED BY 
PROVISIONS OF 


STATE LAW. 


With the approach of the fall and 


winter term of school the state board 
of health is calling attention, thorough 
a bulletin just issued, to the state law 
which requires that a child entering 
a public school of this state must have 
a certificate from a reputable physi- 
cian "stating that they are free from 
all communicable diseases and are not 
carriers of any." 


The board's bulletin does not state 


whether or not this rule is to be en- 
forced, or whether it is merely a pre- 
cautionary move. The board's state- 
ment follows: 


With the close of vacation time and 


the opening of the school year, we are 
reminded that the schools are places 
of close contact and possible clearing 
houses for the spread of diseases. 


Certain disease germs, notably of 


diphtheria and typhoid fever, may be 
present in a person's system and that 
person not be sick with the disease.

that they are free from all communi- 
cable diseases and are not carriers of 


The strict observance of this rule 


will prevent the occurrence of an epi- 
demic, and serve to protect the health 
of all the children.

"sanitary code," which contains «11 
rules and regulations for the protec- 
tion of health in the state may be had 
by any teacher or parent by' making 
request for same to the state board of 
health.

TOTAL ATTENDANCE IN PUBLIC 


SCHOOLS IN VOLUS1A COUNTY 


WILL SHOW BIG INCREASE COM- 


ING YEAR. 


With the exception of four small col- 


ored 
school districts, 
the 
1921-22 


school census has been completed and 
lounty Superintendent C. R. M. Shep- 
pard has filed his report with the state 
superintendent. 
The taking of the 


school census was the last work to 
be performed by M. A. Galbreatb. ot 
this city, who for thf*ee years has been 
employed as county attendance'* of- 
ficer. He is to be succeeded by Miss 
Christine McDonald, who will do the 
attendance work and also supervise 
schools. 


The census shows that there are 


2,215 white children in the county 
between the ages of seven and sixteen 
years, and 1,427 colored children be- 
tween these years. The total enroll- 
ment of the white schools last year 
was 3,764 or 1,559 more children thaa 
the census report indicates in the 
county at present. This is accounted 
for by the fact that the high school 
pupils are not included in the census 
report and also by the fact that more 
than 1,000 non-residents attended our 
schools last year who are not includ- 
ed in" the census report. There were 
1,504 
colored children enrolled in tae 


public schools last year or 77 more 
than is shown by the census report. 
This shortage will doubtless be made 
up when the- four districts yet out are 
reported. 


The census report when compared; 


with the total enrollment of last year 
would indicate that a great many non- 
residents attend our schools and that 
a great many resident'children leava 
the county during the summer vaca- 
tion and are missed by the census 
taker.
